FIRST DAY—FRIDAY. 


Minutes of the One Hundred Sixteenth Annual Session of the 
Cumberland Associatjon of Primitive Baptists, held with the 
church at Cool Springs, Williamson County, Tenn., Friday before 
the fourth Sunday in September and the two following days, 1918. 

The introductory sermon was preached by Elder M. C. John- 
son, text Romans viii. 8: “So then, they that are in the flesh can- 
not please God.” - 

The preaching was continued at the house by Elders H. J. 
Golston and K. M. Myatt. _ = : ; 

The messengers of the Association met at the stand and were 
called to order by the moderator, Elder W. P. Russell, and openei 
by singing. The names of the churches were then called and 
nfessengers’ names enrolled.

Fountain Creek—Friday before the first Sunday in eanienier. 
1919, with the church at Catalpa Grove, five miles south of Peters_ 
burg, Marshal County. Tenn., Elder R. N. Graves, Brethren VW. L. 
Adair, T. E. Pinson, G. W. West and W. L. Pate. 

Highland—Friday be‘ore ‘the first Sunday in October, 1918 
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with the church at Tirza, Webster County, Ky., on the Morgan- 
field & Madisonville Branch of the I. &N. Railroad. Also Friday 
before the fourth Sunday in August, 1919, at Daws‘n Springs. 
Ky., Elders W. L. Murray, M. C. Johnson, Brethren CN. Taylor, 
E. R. Coleman and Sister Allice Pettus. © 

Our Association will next be held with the chureh at Eagle- 
ville, Rutherford County, Tenn., two and, one-half miles east o. 
Allisona, to begin on Friday before the fourth Sunday in Septem- 
ber, 1919: Elder R. N. Graves to preach the introductory sermon 
and Elder W. P. Russell alternate. “Moderator to arrange the 
preaching on Friday. . 

The Finance’ Committee reported the sum of $21.00 received, 
and the committee was discharged. ; 

Agreed to have 700 copies of these minutes printed, the Clerk 
to superintend the printing and distribution of the same, and to 
have the residue for his services after paying all expenses. 

The Association tendered sincere thanks to the dear breth- 
ren, sisters and kind friends who so lovingly and generously care 
for us. We pray the Holy Spirit to abundantly bless them.

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CONSTITUTION. @ 


Article 1. This Association shall be known as the Cumber- 
and Association o: Primitive Baptists. . 

Article 2. As an Association js a body formed for the purpose 
cf cbtaining a more general acquaintance with the state of the 


churches. maintaining a friendly intercourse with each other, giv- 
ing advice in cases of difficulty, etc., this Association shall, there- 
fore, exercise no authority iver the several churches of which it 
is composed, but shall regard them as entirely independent, give 
full credit to their acts, and never pass any censure or animadver- | 
sion thereon. 


) 


Article 3. The churches belonging to this Association shall 
‘ie such as hold the following doctrines, viz.: The unity of God, 
the existence of three equal powers in the Godhead; the just con- 
demnaticn and total depravity of all mankind by the fall of our 
first parents; personal and unconditional election of Christ be- 
fere the foundation of the world; the proper divinity of the Lord 
Jesus Christ,that is, He is the true God; the necessity of His 
atonement, and its special relation to the sins of the elect only; 
the Lord’s supper, a privilege peculiar to baptized believers regu- 
larly admitted to church fellowship: the resurrection of the body 
(at the last day such of the saints as are found alive shall not 
sleep, but be changed, and all the dead shall be raised up with 
selfsame bodies and none other, although with different qualifica-~ 
tions, which shall be united again to their souls forever: the bod- 
ies of the unjust shall, by the power of Christ, be raised to dishon- 
or-—the bodies of the just, by His Spirit,, unto honor and be 
made conformable to His own gloricus body); the general judg- 
ment and final happiness of the saints and misery of the wicked 
alike interminable; the obligation of every intelligent creature to 
love God supremely, to believe what God says and practice what 
God commands; and the divine inspiraticn of the Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments as the only complete and infallible 
-rule of faith and practice. : 


Article 4. Any church desiring to be received into this As- 
sociation shall make applicaton by letter, and give an explicit and 
satisfactory declaration of her faith and practice; and any church 
-departing from the articles of fajth expressed in this constitution 
shall be excluded fncm the privileges of this Association. 


Article 5. Each church in this Association shall be entitled 
to represent herself by three messengers, on ‘producing eyidence 
of their appointment, and it is expected that each church will send 
a letter to the Association, containing the names of messengers, 
her number baptized, received by letter, restored, dismissed by let- 


ter, excluded, deceased and the number belonging to her com- 
munion. 

Article 6. This Association shall meet on Friday before the 
fourth Sunday n September. 

Article 7. The officers of this “Association shall be a modera- 
tor, a clerk and treasurer, who shall be chosen annually by a.ba)- 
lot, and continue in office until after a new election. 

Article 8. It shall be the duty of the moderator to reside in 
the Association during its sessions, to preserve order and propose 
questions and announce decisions; but except on questions of or- 
der he shall never speak himself, unless ordered some other mem- 
ber to fill the chair for the time, and then he shall be governed 
by the same rule and restrictions as other members. 

Article 9. It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep a_ true 
minute of all the proceedings of the Association and prepare the 
same for publication as the Association shall direct. ; 
Article 10. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to take charge 


_of the moneys of the Association, to pay the same ior any part there 


of, at any and all times to the order of the Association, which or- 
der shall always furnjshed him in writing, signed by the clerk; 
to keep an account of all receipts and disbursements and present 
it annually for the examination of the Association. 

- Article 11. Alterations and amendments to this Constitution 
may be made by a majority of the Association whenever they 
may deem it neccesary. 
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RULES OF DECORUM. “ 

Article 1. When the Association convenes for business, it 
shall be opened and closed by prayer. 

Article 2. The Constitution and Rules of Decorum shall be 
read by the clerk at the opening of the Association, and lie on the 
table for the perusal of its members. 

Article 3. The clerk shall call over the names of the mem-: 
bers as o‘ten as the Association may require. 

Article 4. Each speaker shall rise from his seat and address 
the moderator, he shall strictly adhere to the subject under con- 
sideration and shall not be allowed to speak more than three 
times on any one subject without the permission of the Associa- 
tion. : ; 

Article 5. Every motion made and seconded shall come un- 
der the consideration of the Assocjation. unless it be withdrawn by 
the mover. . 

Article 6. Every query sent to the Association shall be 
first read, and if it is decided by a majority of the votes to con- 
sider.the same, it shall be discussed; if not, it shall be withdrawn. 


Article 7. Only one person shall speak at a sai and when 
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two Or more members shall rise te speak at nearly the same mo- 
ment, the moderator shall decide who is entitled to the preference. 
Article 8. When a member in speaking has occasion to men- 


tjon the name of another member he shall use the appella- 


tion of “Brother.” 

Article 9. The Moderator shall not interrupt any member 
in or prehibit him, speaking unless he violates the rules. 

Article 10. “Anything debated in this Assembly which may 
not be thought proper to appear on the minutes may be expunged 
by a two-thirds majority of the members present. 

‘Article 11. Alterations, additions, or amendments, may be 
made at any time to the foregoing rules by a majerity of the mem. 
bers present,
